war, has issued the following circular in 
regard to the work: 


" Tho first series will embrace the for- 


mal reports, both Union and Confeder- 
ate, of military operations, with tho cor- 
respondence, orders, and returns relating 
especially thereto, and will bo accom- 
panied by an atlas, In this scries the 
events will be arranged according to the 
campaigns and several theaters of opera- 
tions (in chronological order), and tho 
Union reports of any event will be im- 
mediately followed by the Confederate 
accounts. The correspondence, etc., not 
embraced in the ' reports,' will follow (first 
Union 
and 
next 
Confederate) 
in 


chronological order. This will bo the 
series most desired by the public1, and 
according to my present estimate it will 
embrace about eighty volumes, averaging 
801) pagos each. The second series will 
contain the correspondence, orders, re- 
plies and returns, Union and Confederate 
relating to the war, and (so far as tho 
military authorities wore concerned) to 
State or political prisoners. 
This series 


will probably embrace four octavo vol- 
umes. The third series will contain the 
correspondence, orders, reports, and re- 
turns of the Union authorities, embrac- 
ing their correspondence with the Con- 
federate officials, and not relating spec- 
ially to the subject of the first and sec- 
ond series. This will embrace about 
eight volumes. Tho fourth series will 
exhibit the correspondence, etc., of the 
Confederate authorities uot embodied in 
the preceding series, and will embrace, 
about four volumes."

GENERAL GARFIEID. 


His Kntrrtainlng Talk to the People 


at the .\orlliern Ohio Fair. 


CLEVELAND, September 9.—There was 


an immense attendance, the largest for 
years ut the Korthern Ohio fair to-day. 
Tho weather was delightful. Among the 
guosts o£ the association wore General 
Gartiold and ex-Governor Bishop. Short- 
ly after dinner speeches were made by 
General Garfield, Bishop and others, 
General Garfield said: 


MH. PfiESlDENT 
AND 
GENTLEMEN I 


While Governor Bishop was speaking of 
the exhibition of thrift and prosperity ex- 
hibited on these grounds, I was thinking 
of the forces at work in this country 
which are silently but powerfully affec- 
ting the two classes of our own popula- 
tion. All who thoughtfully considered 
the reports of the national census during 
the last thirty years have observed the 
great growth of our cities, and the com- 
paratively small growth of population in 
our agricultural districts. 
In fact, many 


of the older agric.ultural counties have 
actually decreased in population. 
The 


tendency of civilization is toward the 
city and away from the country. Let me 
ask you to reflect whether this is a good 
indication. I havo time to notice but one 
feature of the problem. A careful study 
of tho men who have won distinction in 
every field of activity, public and private, 
professional and commercial, will show 
that a large majority of them were born 
and bred in the country. 
Examine the 


roster o£ all our professions,.civil and 
military, recount the men who have 
achieved distinction in all the fresh fields 
of manufacture and commerce, and you 
will find that a far larger number were 
country born boys whose early manhood 
had touched the soil and drawn health 
and strength and inspiration from the 
forces of nature which play with fresh- 
ness and freedom in the green fields 
of the country. [Applause.] Gentlemen 
would you willingly see the present ten- 
dency continued until the majority of 
our people are inhabitants of great cities ? 
If this tendency must prevail there is 
one way to mitigate its evils, and this is 
by bringing the city and country into 
closer bonds of sympathy. 
And this 


brings me to the chief significance of 
this fair. This great and growing city of 
the lakes has opened her arms to the 
country and annually invites the people 
who will till our fields, dig in our mines 
and work in tho country shops to come 
among you and bring with them the 
fruits of the land and tho products of 
their skill. In return you show them the 
accumulation of city industry and cul- 
ture. This interchange is beneficial to 
both, and let me add especially advanta- 
geous to the residents of the city. I am 
sure that the many leaders of the com- 
merce and trade of Cleveland who were 
reared in the country are refreshed and 
invigorated by the reminder of their 
youth which this fair gives them. They 
remember "the rock from which they 
were hewn," the soil on"which they grew 
and are ketter and stronger for the re- 
memberance in this fair. The city and 
the country shake hands in renewed 
friendship and recognize anew their de- 
pendence upon each other. I see at this 
table, lawyers, bankers, and merchants 
whose eyes brighten at the remembrance 
of their country homes. One of the fore- 
most lawyers and jurists of this State, an 
honored citizen of your city, will not for- 
get his pioneer life in the woods of Por- 
tage county. I am sure that Judge Rau- 
ney does not regret the hardships and 
inspirations which country life gave to 
Ms boyhood.

EUROPEAN HOTELS. 


How Amo-icnn Tourists are *"leoci".l 


by European Hotel Keepers, 


TnB hotel-keepers know who are 


the simple geese that have the most 
down, and who will submit in the most 
quiet manner to having it gently re- 
moved. But occasionally they " lay it 
on so thick," in their reckless charges, 
that the gun which was overloaded with 
gun-cotton, and intended to bring down 
a shower oi gold without making any 
noise, explodes with a recoil which is 
not only very disagreeable, but proves 
any thing but a paving advertisement 
for the hotel. Such a case recently hap- 
pened at one of the large hotels in 
Geneva, where an American lady had 
been stopping for several days, and was 
only able to get her bill as she was up- 
on the point of leaving in the omnibus 
for the station. 
Glancing hurriedly 


over the items to see what there was to 
make so large an amount, she saw a 
charge of 50 francs which she could not 
understand. 
"What is this?" she asked. 
"For a toilet set, Madame?" said the 


obsequious landlord. 


•'But I have had no toilet set." 
"Pai'don; but the Madame broke the 


set in her room." 


She remembered that she had acci- 


dentally shivered a piece the size of a 
sixpence from the cover of a soap-dish, 
which she explained. 
411 am very sorrv, Madame, but the 


set is ruined." 
" It is not ruined, and I shall not pay 


for it," said the lady, her anger rising. 
"But the Madame must pay for it if 


she wishes her baggage." Time did not 
admit of a further parley, but she was 
in a rage. 
" If 1 pay for it the set is mine, is it 
not?" sho asked, as she placed the re- 
ceipted bill in her purse. 


" Certainly, Madame, certainly," said 


the landlord, pocketing the gold and 
thinking how easily he had plucked the 
down from off this goose. 


The lady thought she must have 


dropped a glove in her chamber, and 
disappeared like a flash. Soon return- 
ing she lumped into the waiting omni- 
bus and was driven away. 
Half an 


hour after, when the maid went to reg- 
ulate the chamber, she found the toilet 
set, every piece of it shivered to pieces 
on the floor, and not a relic left the size 
of her hand. As the incident became 
noised abroad among travelers the hotel 
for a long time was a favorite resort for 
our country people. 


Another case which happened at one 


of the large hotels at Naples two years 
ago created much talk among the trav- 
eling fraternity. 
Two American ladies 


who had been boarding at the hotel for 
several weeks, and paying extravagant 
prices for every thing, accidentally set 
fire to one of the muslin window-cur- 
;tains the night previous to their intehcl- 
;ed departure. The carpet was a little 
wet, and some of the furniture, in the 
efforts to put out the fire, and the room 
suffered a little from smoke, but $25 
would have amply paid for all the dam- 
age. 
The ladies told tho proprietor to 


charge the amount, whatever was right, 
in their bill. 
Judge of their surprise 


when thejr found the . item entered in 
their account at 2,500" francs. 
They 


were 'wealthy, had spent their money 
lavishly wherever they had been, anil, 
American style, had paid their hotel 
; bills unchallenged all over, the epnli- 
; nent. But this was an attempted swin- 
dle that they demurred against. 
They 


told the proprietor that they could not 
submit to such an extortion, but that 
they were perfectly willing to pav gen- 
erously for the damage. 
Their time 


was limited, and it was necessary for 
them to catch a Liverpool steamer by 
which they had engaged passage to 
New York. The proprietor was firm 
aa adamant, claimed the charge was 
not enough to cover his loss, and would 
not discount a franc. 
The ladies 


offered 500 and then 1,000 francs; but 
no, they were at his mercv, as he sup- 
posed, and he should have the full 
amount. They happened to think of the 
American 
Consul, 
and 
as 
a 
last 
resort 
went 
to 
his 
office 


and stated the case to him, and 
asked his advice. 
He accompanied 


them back to the hotel, and saw the 
amount of the damage for which the 
exorbitant claim had been made, and 
attempted to make a compromise, but it 
was no use. 
He then had the ladies 


give him a power of attorney to settle 
the matter, and told them they could 
take the next train for Rome and leave 
the case in-hi* hands for settlement. 
But this they were prevented from doing! 
as the ^hotel-keeper -refused to give up 
their trunks until the claim was'paid in 
full. The Consul then had recourse to 
the civil authorities, who, fof'a wonder, 
were willing that the ladies should have 
justice, even though they w.ere foreign- 
ers. 
After much delay the Prefecture 


of Police finally gave the Consul an 
order on the hotel proprietor to deliver 
up the trunks, and after two or three 


days1 detention tho hvdios wont on their 
way rejoicing—though they were too 
late to catch their steamer. 
The case 


was iiually settled by tho Consul, and 
cost Hie ladies about one hundred francs, 
riot one of which wont into tho pocket 
of the hotel-keeper. 
The attempted 


swindle-proved a losing business for the 
hotel, as tha Americans, who had been 
its best patrons, have ever since g'.ven it 
a wide berth. 


A similar case to this happened in 


Roma two or throe winters ago. A 
wealthy American who had been sick 
at one of the holds with a fever was 
presented on his recovery with a bill 
embracing the value of all the furniture 
in the room he had occupied, including 
carpet and wall-pxper. The prices, too, 
were charged at a rate double the 
amount iliu furniture had ever cost. 
The gentleman was a man of few words, 
and tlie hotel proprietor refused a com-, 
promise. 
" You say the furniture is ruined and 


will have to be burned, do you?" asked 
the American. 
We was assured that such was tho fact. 
"But you are willing I should burn it 


myself, if I pay for it?" 


"Certainly,"" replied tho landlord, 


who had no idea of removing a piece ofi 
the furniture himself, or that tho Amer-, 
ican would either. The bill was paid; 
and the American ordered his courier 
to obtain a cart and one or two porters. 
Within an hour the contents of the room 
were packed on a drny in the street. 
The hotel-keeper expostulated and tried 
to prevent the man from taking the 
goods away, but, tho American was fu- 
rious and would not have his plans in- 
terfered with. 
"Now," he said to his 


courier, when the last relic of the cham- 
ber had been placed on the load, " take 
this outiiide of the city-gates and see 
that every artiolo is burned," and the 
cart was driven away. 
But it was dis- 


covered afterward that the courier took 
it to a second-hand shop and realized a 
handsome sum for its sale. 


It would take volumes to chronicle 


all the adventures and swindling opera- 
tions that Americans pass through while 
traveling abroad, not only at hotels, 
but in every thing for which money has 
to 
be 
paid. 
But fow speak any 


language except their native tongue, 
anain many of tho countries they are 
at the mercy of a set of professional 
sharpers, who-live and thrive by prey- 
ing upon and plundering not only 
Americans, but strangers of all nation- 
alities who happen to venture within 
their toils. 
Many estimates have been 


made of the enormous sums Americans 
spend annually in Europe, but I have 
never seen an estimate - yet that I con- 
sidered 
half . large 
enough.—Cor.

The Scientific KxperimeiitM will 


Dead Body by the Uueiora. 


WHEN Edwin. Hovt was hano-od at 


Bridgeport, Conn., on Thursday last, 
the action of his heart seemed to have 
entirely ceased in twelve and a half 
ainutes after his fall through the gal- 
ows trap. 
Not even a faint fluttering 


could be detected, such as is very often 
kept up long after pulsation is no longer 
discernible at the wrists. 
So long as 


hat fluttering continues life is.not°be- 
rond recall by the application of proper 
treatment. In order to make certain of 
death in this instance, the physicians 
permitted the body to hang twenty-five 
minutes before they authoritatively de- 
:lared Edwin Hoyt's heart still forever. 
Even after that judgment was pro- 
aounced, the suspension was continued 
for ten minutes more, not only to insure 
compliance with the mandate of the law 
that Hoyt should be "hangod by the 
neck until ho was dead," but that he 
should be absolutely beyond the possi- 
bility of recall to life by certain scientific 
experiments which were contemplated. 
As quickly as possible after the corpse 
was cut down, it was carried through 
the prison to the hospital department^ 
the jail, which is in the second story, 
and was there placed upon a table where 
preparations had all been made for the 
proposed experiments. 
Drs. Robert 


Lauder, N. E. Warden, G. L. Porter 
and F. M. Wilson of Bridgeport, Dr. 
Marshall of 
Stamford, Dr. Nooney 


of Stratford, and Dr. Benedict of Beth- 
el, were in charge of the experiments. 
There were also present some fifteen or 
twenty other physicians, the Rev. Dr. 
Maxey, the Rev. Mr. Charles E. Harris, 
and a number of merchants and other 
citizens of Bridgeport, who were in at- 
tendance in the character of Sheriff's 
deputies. 


The first proceeding in order was a 


general examination by the physicians 
present to ascertain whether Hoyt's 
neck had been dislocated or fractured. 
They finally arrived at the conclusion 
that it had been dislocated, but not 
broken. .This was based on the impos- 
sibilily of detecting any crepitus, or 
grating of broken bone surfaces. 
A 


single-cell Kidder electro-galvanic bat- 
tery, capable of giving a very powerful 
current, was next brought into requisi- 
tion. Its first application was to* the 
phrenic nerve—that which governs the 
muscles of respiration. 
An incision 


was made above the clavicle, over thi 
course of the phrenic nerve, and thi 
other was placed over the diaphragm. 
By then alternately applying and°re- 
moving the latter electrode, the muscles 
were so affected as to simulate perfectly 
the motion of respiration. In fact, real 
respiration was performed, the luugs 
alternately inhaling and exhaling air,! 
with a slow, regular motion, so strono- 
that breath was distinctly felt comino-, 
from the mouth and nose. 
The corpse 


now seemed to be simply a person 
sleeping, except that the breathing was 
not so heavy as that of a living person 
would be. When the success of this1 
experiment had been fully demonstrated, 
the action of the battery was otherwise 
employed. ' -The'muscles of the fore- 
arms, upper arms, and shoulders were 
caused by the electric current to con- 
tract with a great deal of force, causing 
the arms to double UD and strike out in. 
the dlrectibns'-b? natural impulsion in a 
very lifelike manner. But these simu- 
lations of life by the corpse—breathing, 
striking, and waving itsj:arma, about— 
were less startling than the next effects 
produced, which were upon the muscles 
of the face. As the electrodes' were ap- 
plied to exposed nerves governing differ-

with a scornful sneer, compress them, i 
open his jaws and shut them, with a 1 
vidous snap, and work his mouth as if ' 
he were trying to-say something. 
Open- 


ings were made in the chest and the 
electric current was applied to the heart 
but without effect. 
That great muscle 


lad ceased working forever, and not 
the slightest answering throb could be 
awakened. In all other respects theex- 
jcriments were regarded by tho physi- 
cians as successful, but here was the 
imit beyond which they might not go in 
making death burlesque fife. 'Could 
we have made the heart move,' said one 
of the physicians, afterward, ' we would 
lave had some hope of being able to re- 
-uscitate tha man, for then we did not 
inow 
that his neck was 
broken.' 


' Would he have had to be hanged ao-ain 
if we had succeeded in doing so?1 Well, 
we did not think about that. We were 
at the very portals of the great mystery 
of life and death, seemingly. 
\Ve had 


nduccd natural respiration, If we could 
have made the heart beat, with the luno-s 
doing their duty and that great force 
lump sending the life current throuo-h 
the arteries, it would have been actually 
raising the dead to life. But that was 
not to be." 


There has been a great deal of discus- 


sion in Bridgeport of late over what 
night be accepted as unquestionable 
and positive evidences of death such as 
might be relied upon to prevent possi- 
jihty of tlie horror of interment of liv- 
ng persons in a condition of simulated 
death. It was mainly with a view to 
/erify the affirmations of modern science 
as to such unequivocal signs that experi- 
ments on the corpse of Hoyt were pri- 
marily resolved upon and the tests of 
the effects of the electro-galvanic cur- 
rent upon tlie nerves were regarded 
simply as 
incidental.

'.he first tests were applied, but the re- 
sponses to the electric current were 
nearly as forvililu as at first.

The last thing done with the corpse 


was to dissect out the atlas and upper 
vertubnu. Then it was found that the 
majority of tlie doctors had made a 
mistake in supposing .that there was 
dislocation without fracture* Between 
;he second and third vertebra: there was 
not only a violent rupture of the liga- 
ments, but both bones were broken on 
their interior surface, causing an apert- 
ure largo enough to pass a lead pencil, 
through which tho spinal cord was ex- 
posed. In view ol the magnitude of 
the injury thus received, it was deemed 
certain that sensation must have been 
instantly destroyed, and, so far as hu- 
man knowledge can determine, Edwin 
Hoyt's death must have be<m an abso- 
lutely painless one. 


Other observations of a scientific na- 


ture were made which it is unnecessary 
to recount in this connection, but which 
will be fully set forth, doubtless, in tho 
several papers which the physicians 
making the experiments will read be- 
fore the Bridgeport Medical Society, at 
Dr. Lauder's house, on the 9th of June.

How to Feed Pigs. 


VE often hear complaints of very op- 


,iosite character from those who start 
,o rear Berkshire swine. 
One is that 


they get too fat and. are tender, and 
often die, and also that they are no bet- 
ter than any other hog, for they don't 
look any better on the same kind of 
food, and are not a bit fatter. 
Two in- 


stances showing these extremes have 
come under my observation. 
One man 


fed his young pigs from about a month 
old on nearly pure pea meal and milk. 
They got fat, then "ceased to grow, and 
then went lame on all fours, fairly 
foundered, fnd forever spoilt. 
The 


other party turned a pair of fine, 
thrifty young pigs in among some thirty 
wretched scrubs of mongrels; and he, 
too, fed them peas, but in such a small 
(quantity that they were reduced to 
skeletons, for they would not fight for 
their small share with their coarse and 
more vicious brethren, and then this 
man said they were no better than 
common. By following a few simple 
hygienic rules the Berkshire can bo 
raised as easily and in as healthy a con- 
dition as any other pig. 


Never feed the young pigs on stron°\ 


concentrated food, 
such as 
ground 


corn, peas, or other grain, alone. 
Give 


niilk (if obtainable) or water, with 
equal proportions of bran, shorts, and 
boiled potatoes, or other roots or veg- 
etables ; if the bran and shorts can be 
scalded, so much the better. If you 
must feed peas or corn meal, mix spar- 
ingly with the vegetable diet until tho 
pig is four months old at least, when 
tho grain may bo increased. But all 
through the pig's life give him plenty of 
good roots, boiled or raw. 
In short, 


feed the pig generously, but not to ex- 
cess, with a good, pure mixed diet, and 
then there will be neither sickness nor 
want of fertility. As the winter is the 
time that many hogs are ruined by in- 
judicious feeding, these hints m»y be of 
service to beginners.—Berkshire Bul- 
letin.
